''We are . quite, familiar, with 
about three per. cent of this^ num- 
ber who* "are served by existing 
mental health and retardation far 
cilitlcs,— but - the overwhelming 
majority are never seen and go 
without assistance. We want to 
know more about them, .Oberto.

Who are those not getting help? 
According to the survey they arc 
children with emotional ; problems 
who do' not respond to special edu- 
cation or limited counsel ing, preg- 
nant .girls and .unwed mothers, 



youngs couples whose marriages 
are torn by stress, children with 
perceptual problems,' as well. as 
acute and chronic alcoholics. 

The Interviews' tell moving stor- 
ies about troubled persons living 
In Lake' County. A school superin- 
tendent told of an adopted boy of 
ten ..with _ severe 1 behavior prob- 
lems at 'home: and learning prob- 
lems in School. A nine year old 
girl/ who lives' in a faiitasy world 
hearing voices, is a poor achiever 
and ' aggressive . toward, her 
mother. ■'■-., " • ' 

A township supervisor mention- 
ed "A youhg man who molested 
a 12 year old girl and attacked 
an elderly woman, knows he- is 



sick * •. '...but" is unable to afford 
private help and therefore -goes 
without. He faces the wrath of 
the law, but no help for the sick- 
ness that stimulates his 1 action.". 

Another school superintendent 
who was interviewed described 
a troubled child for whom no as- 
sistance was available. "We have 
a girl in- the sixth grade who 
takes things and, lies. She-thinks 
her - parents 'hale- her and she 
heeds help." He went oh to say 
that this case, was not unusual 
and that many such children are 
denied the full range of mental 
health services. 

"Tiuffact of the matter is that 
wc don't huvc n full service pro- 
gram in the county," Oberto said. 



Passage of the June 11 Mental 
Health Referendum would' make 
such a program possible. 

When asked "do any problems 
conic lo your attention that you 
yourself arc unable to assist 
with." 41 of 45 interviewed re- 
sponded with a resounding "yes." 

Mental and emotional problems 
that arc beyond the capacity of 
lite helping professionals inter- 
viewed are usually referred lo 
mental health clinics, school coun- 
selors, clergymen, the courts, 
police, slate hospitals, health and 
welfare agencies, the survey re- 
veals. Most mental bcolth prob- 
lems werq referred to the Lake 
County Mental Hcullh Center, 



Irene Jossclyn Clinic and Fox Val- 
ley Mental Health Center, it was 
indicated. 

Of those interviewed 38 were 
aware of the services of the Lake 
County Mental Health Center in 
Waukcgan, while six were not. 
However, only 25 had actually 
mode referrals. 

"Wc attribute tills fact lo their 
not "being fully informed about 
our services," Oberto said. "Yet 
even .those who have referred are 
well aware that wc do not offer 
a full. service program." 

"Our survey, while not a scien- 
tific sample,, points up' the- 'criti- 
cal need for mental health servic- 
es," says Oberto. "11 is cruel lo 
deny treatment to the disturbed 



and retarded children who arc 
not served by current programs," i 
he said; 

When asked «what additional ser- 
vices would make strides' 1 toward 
solving the county's problems, 
those interviewed had several 
suggestions, including a day hos-' 
pital, more marital counseling, 
more pschyatric staff for present 
programs, full psychiatric hos- 
pitalization services for all people 
regardless of their economic sta- 
tus, an alcoholism clinic as well 
as expanded programs for the re- 
tarded, especially for the pre? 
school arid young adult retardates. 

Several also called for a trade 
or continuation school and a work 
experience program for those un- 



able to attend school. 

"The June 11 referendum will be 
the first step toward a compre- 
hensive community mental health 
program," Oberto said; Of course, 
this will not' answer all of the 
county's ills, but it will provide 
all citizens with the fullest oppor- 
tunities for recovery." • 

A comprehensive mental health 
plan .would include the full range 
of services including outpatient 
service, hospitalization, day care, 
emergency service, and consulta- 
tion-education . . 

"Such a program could prevent 
emotional breakdown and -upset. 
Furthermore, it could keep many' 
of our citizens out. of state hospi- 
tals," Oberto concluded.
